I 

was very much afraid for my life and wanted nothing more than to get away from 1 I then started to walk 

back towards mv vehicle and as 1 did so I heard say Tm abouts to air this fagot out". I looked back and at 

that time pointed the gun at me and I began to run. fired the gun at me one time but luckily he 

missed. I got back to my vehicle, drove away and within a couple of minutes flagged down a Police Officer to 
report this incident.
